the meat deal had been told in 
testimony previously taken by 
the Senate Rules Committee, 
but Benitez gave it a splash of 
color. 


He rattled off how in 1961 he 


came to Washington and en- 
listed Baker's help after Lopez 
told him he could provide cheap- 
er meat for Puerto Ricans if he 
could get the output of the Mur- 
chisons' plant in Haiti. 


One of the problems was to 


get clearance for the Haitian 
meat to enter Puerto Rico and 
the continental United States. 
This was granted by the Agri- 
culture Department.'

WASHINGTON (AP) — Cali- 


fornia agriculture is embarking 
on a massive domestic recruit- 
ment program for farm work- 
ers to take the place of Mexi- 
can and other foreign workers 
who have been brought into this 
country for many years to meet 
seasonal farm needs. 


Agricultural leaders in that 


state have announced that they 
will not seek another extension 
of public law 78—the so-called 
Bracero program — authorizing 
importation of season 
workers 


from 
other nearby 
countries. 


The law expires Dec. 31. 


Sharp opposition to the pro- 


gram has developed 
in this 


country, particularly in view of 
the high level of umplpyment in 
many rural and farming areas. 


The Bracero program affects 


agriculture 
in

states, including Arkansas. 


California's decision has been

California Growers, which askec 
the state's Board of Agriculture 
to help in making a shift to an 
American farm work force.

About 22,000 


refugees already are on hand. 


Backgrounding the trouble is 


the old enslavement of Bahutus 
by the brown-skinned Watusis.

Lake Victoria and Lake Tan- 
ganyika. 


Rwanda was part of a Belgian 


protectorate when the Bahutus, 
a pure-blooded Negro tribe, re- 
belled against the Watusis and 
drove out many to neighboring 
countries in 1959.

late last year when Inyenzi 
bands, challenging the modern 
weapons of Rwanda's Belgian-of-

Cunningham is the first base-

But you can't 
do much hitting from a hospital 
bed and that's just where Cun- 
ningham spent most of last sea- 
son.

CHILDREN DON'T BELONG 
ON BOARDS OP DIRECTOR 
By DR. JOYCE BROTHER! 
Dear Dr. Brothers: We have 


two children in our family, a 
boy 14 and a girl 12 and I'd like 
to help them to be better pre- 
pared to face the world by 
themselves later on. I've been 
told that if I share my grown- 
up concerns with them, they'll 
have a more realistic viewpoint 
of the problems adults face 
when they grow older. Then, 
they'll be able to understand 
something else such as why we 
can't buy many of the expen- 
sive things they ask for. Do you 
agree that open sharing of fam- 
ily problems would be benefi- 
cial? —M.J. 


Dear M.J.: It may surprise 


you, but I don't agree. Psychol- 
ogists have looked into this 
question rather thoroughly. Off- 
hand, anyone might think that 
informing 
children of 
adult 


problems will benefit them, as 
a form of learning, or indirect 


experience. 


For instance, it they know you 


have concern over meeting a 
payment on the family's home, 
or on the car, or something 
else, these problems become ex- 
amples when they grow up. 


But the fact is, clinical studies 


by 
psychologists have found 


out something quite different. A 
child is more harmed than 
helped, they discover, by shar- 
ing a parent's problem, and 
particularly so when too young 
to see the problem in perspec- 
tive. So, as a general 
rule: 


"Don't tell your troubles to your 
children. Not if you can help it, 
and certainly not to benefit 
them." 


To understand 
why, look at 


the question from the viewpoint 
of a child's needs, rather than 
from an adult's opinion of his 
needs. 


First, your children need love. 


But with it, they need a sense 
of security that comes from 
feeling there's someone 
they 


can depend on, no matter what 
happens. This is their mother 
or their father, preferably both- 


If a mother or father dwells 


on his or her problems, a 
child's sense of security snaps. 
Suddenly, the parent he looks 
to for his total security, these 
parents.are underneath uneasy, 
unsure, perplexed. So, who can 
be depend on, no matter what 
happens? No one. A child may 
not voice this fear, but he can 
harbor it. As one psychologist 
described it from his studies, 
imagine yourself hanging by a 
sturdy rope over a precipice, 
and then hearing the rope start 
to break. Picture this, and you'll 
know what it's like for a child 
to know that a parent is uncer- 
tain, perplexed or frightened. 


Even if you're concerned over 


your job, or your family in 
come, don't discuss these wor- 
ries before your children. Un- 
less a small child is actually 
hungry, even extreme poverty 
affects him mainly through its 
effects on his parents — how 
they react, how they respond in 
front of him. So, don't transmit 


your family Worries to your 
children. They can be as infec- 
tious as a virus. Your self-as- 
surance is all-important to him. 
Even if you have to simulate it, 
do it in the interest of his emo- 
tional security.

Dear Dr. Brothers: 
Some- 


times I'll enter a room, see a 
complete stranger, and feel an- 
tagonistic to him right away. 
Can you xplain what causes 
it? —Betty Co-Ed 


Dear Betty: What you de- 


scribe is quote common. 
It's surprising what causes 


this familiar experience. It isn't 
instinctive and has little to do 
with the stranger you suddenly 
dislike. It happens this way: 
Without realizing it, your un- 
conscious is coming into action 
and associating 
this perfect 


stranger with someone else who 
has hurt you or disliked you in 
the past. Your negative reac- 
tion comes up into your con- 
scious, and is transferred to the 
stranger. 


Next time it happens, try 


this: Ask yourself just who this 


person resembles. When you re- 
member, you'll have the reason 
for the strong dislike. 


And your unconscious can 


play a similar trick without 
your being aware of it. You 
may see a stranger you "in- 
stinctively" like and are imme* 
diately drawn to. Whatever the 
feeling, you simply must meet 
him. Here your unconscious is 
at work again. You're associat- 
ing the stranger with someone 
you've liked enormously in the 
past. 


In the first case, you're sim- 


ply being unfair to the other 
person you have never met. In 
the second, you may be mis- 
leading yourself! 


Many women have married 


men because of this so-called 
"instinctive" attraction. If they 
only knew it, this intuitive re- 
action is merely an unconscious 
reminder of someone else.

Handing Out 
New Laws

WASHINGTON (AP) - It is 


almost 10 years since the Su- 


'^preme Court, after watching 


Congress for half a century 
cluck this country's most impor- 
tant social problem, decided to 
tackle the job itself. 


This was the May 17, 1954. 


decision declaring segregation 
of 
Negroes 
unconstitutional. 


This, one of the most far-reach- 
ing court decisions in American 
history, began a social revolu- 


. tion still being fought out. 
* 
Again, after watching Con- 


gress and state legislatures fail 
for generations to give voters 
fairer representation, the court 
moved into this vacuum with 
two 
landmark political 
deci- 


sions. 


In these—one in 1962, the sec- 


ond last Monday—the court said 
voting districts, from which rep- 
resentatives are sent to Con- 
gress and state legislatures, 


must be rearranged to make the 
population in each more equal. 


As it is now, one district with 


900,000 people may have only 
one representative in Congress 
while another, with only 200,000 
people, also has one. 


These social and political de- 


cisions had the effect of legisla- 
tion, a field supposedly reserved 
under the Constitution for the 


\t legislative branch of govern- 


ment. 


Nothing in the Constitution 


specifically gives the court the 
right to do this. But nothing in 
the Constitution says it can't. 
And it's the court which inter- 
prets the Constitution. 


This is not the first time the 


court has assumed a right not 
spelled out. It has done that re-

—in 1957 and 1960. But now it 
is wrestling with a truly power- 
ful antidiscrimination bill. 


It cannot be nlausibly argued 


that Southern Democrats were 
solely responsible for the failure 
of Congress to act in behalf of 
Negroes' civil rights through all 
of the 20th century untill957. 


They always were, and still 


are, a minority in Congress. The 
truth is that the rest of the 
members—always in a majority 
—never cared enough about the 
rights of Negro citizens to 
squelch the Southerners, as they
